2. ‘The depot, according to the depot chief, has cn interast in about Mftecn barges 
Winich are lying almost wholly sutmerged on both sidos of the Danube; their cargs 
was exnmined by divers and the iuformiion forvarded to USIA. Ono barge wag cary 
ing cana of fat; tue other barres wore leaded with four-strand, rabbominsulate:] 
copper eahle of roguler Wehrmacht type; cue turge wag carrying 2000 notorcyolse . 
apparently packed in watorproof casea; in the summer of 1947, a diver brougnt up 
& saddle in perfect condition and vouched for the excellent packing of the re- 
maining cargo. One barge was carrying two carloeds of airplane gSaseline. A 
barge of canned proserves was unloadod and a part of the cargo distributed by 
USIA to the porulation of tho neighborheot. USIA is offering to sell the cargo 
of thease bergea,on condition that the buyer offer a part of tha cargo to USTA. 
Expenses for unloading the vargas (.¢ , for divera aud cranes) will be paid by 
both partios.
